We  had  some  nice  exhibits  again  this  year  and  Joe  Miko- 
lajczyk  won  the  "Best  of  Show"  award  from  PMCM  for  his 
exhibit  on  Silver  Certificates.  He  won  a nice  clock  type 
plaque.  We  would  like  to  stimulate  some  more  interest  in 
exhibiting,  to  see  more  of  your  paper  money  treasures.
